Court test for Metro 
board and Teamsters

A heated dispute between the Metro- 
East Sanitary District and Teamsters 
and Chauffeurs Local 525 involves 
charges the district is moving toward 
patronage hiring while seeking the 
exclusive right to hire and fire its 
employees. 

The union charge was made in 
response toa district complaint filed in 
the Madison County Circuit Court, 
asking that the Teamsters’ current 
right to use arbitration in labor disputes 
be overturned. The district argues that 
state law prohibits a government body 
from surrendering ‘such authority to 
others, including an independent ar- 
bitrator. 

An arbitration clause is part of the 
Teamsters’ contract, signed by the 
district last year and in effect until 1984. 

Teamster business _ representative 
Dale Stewart said results of a pénding 
trial could possibly affect the 
bargaining contracts of about 700,000 
public workers, He contends the district 
is waging the legal battle to free itself to 
hire ‘‘other people,” citing the Sept. 1 
appointment of Dannell Kernan, wife of 
St, Clair County Judge Stephen Kernan 
(related story on this page). 

According to Walter ‘‘Shang’’ 
Greathouse, board president of the 
district, the real issue is the district's 
right to operate as efficiently as 
possible without union protection of 
incompetent employeés. ‘You can’t 
operate with all those tentacles 
wrapped around you,” he commented. 

Greathouse, who also acts as unof- 


ficial director while, the board allows 
that post to remain vacant, has pared 
down the sanitary district’s staff from 
137 employees in 1969 to a present staff 
of about 38. The reduction has helped 
the district erase $1.5 million in tax 
anticipation warrants, he said. 

Among those employees dismissed 
was the wife of Russell Robinson, board 
member and former board president. 

Delores Robinson's dismissal and 
subsequent attempt to be reinstated 
through arbitration is the focus of the 
district’s legal action, although her 
case represents numerous other cases 
which are consuming the time and 
efforts of district officials, Greathouse 
asserts. 


Mrs. Robinson, who said her job was 
the result of patronage, claims her 
dismissal as a sewage treatment billing 
clerk was intended to make room for 
other patronage appointments. 

As an example, she cited the hiring of 
Walter Greathouse Jr., son of the board 
president, the same month she was 
fired. 

Greathouse charged in a May ar- 
bitration hearing that the district 
discovered thousands of dollars. “in 
uncollected bills were due. He listed 
that as’a reason for her dismissal: -

New redistricting deadlines 
given to Madison City Council 


Formal notification of an 
earlier than anticipated 
deadline in conjunction with 
the redistricting of the city of 
Madison from five wards to 
four wards and reducing the 
number of aldermen from 10 
to eight, was presented to the 
Madison City Council 
last week. _ 

City Comptroller Al 
Hudzik submitted two letters 
from Miss Evelyn Bowles, 
county clerk, with exact 
guidelines for the completion 
date of the project. 

According to Miss Bowles, 
“The first day for filing 
petitions by non-partisan 
candidates is Dec. 6 and the 
last day is Dec. 13. As a 
result, redistricting must be 
completed not less than 30 
days prior to Dec. 6, or (by) 
Nov. 5." 

Originally, the council had 
felt it had until 30 days 
before the April 1983 
municipal election to 
complete redistricting, but 
Miss Bowles, who first 
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learned in a Press-Record 
article of the misun- 
derstanding over the 
deadline, said March would 
be too late to. complete 
redistricting, since potential 
candidates need to know the 
new ward boundries in time 
to circulate nominating 
petitions in the correct ward 
territories. 

Although a series of 
meetings on the redistricting 
began in June, the progress 
has been slow, because 
Hudzik has ‘to determine how 
many eligible voters reside 
on each block before new 
wards can be designated. 
Until he receives valid in- 
formation on eligible voters 
the final precinct, boundries 
can not be determined. 

State redistricting statutes 
require that the new wards 
be nearly equal in population 
and as compact and con- 
tiguous in territory as 
possible. 

“This information must be 
compiled and presented to 
the council within six weeks, 
or a special meeting will be 
required to act on the final 
results,” Hudzik announced 
at the meeting. 

In other business, the 
aldermen approved a 
recommendation from 
Andrew Economy, secretary

“Another explanation of the modern child’s manners 
is that too many woodsheds have been converted into 
garages,” said Associated Editors of Chicago years 
ago. 

Fear of what their parents would do kept most 
children in line, That still remains true for many 
juveniles, but far too many parents now feel it is up to 
the schools and the police to raise children properly. 

While we are not experts in juvenile criminology, it 
seems to us that Ilinois’ new, tougher juvenile laws 
ean only help make the courts something youths again 
fear, There is little crime deferrant effect to a court 
which offers only “a slap on the wrist” to youths con- 
victed of serious crimes. 

‘There is a fine balance between the number of youths 
who deserve to be sent to juvenile detention fac 
and the number of beds available in those facilities. 
Governor Jim Thompson and the state legislature have 
acted wisely in increasing the number of correctional 
facilities in the state in the past four years, but, 
perhaps, more will be needed, 


Too many truck i 


A lot of interesting proposals come up in election 
season. The heat of the campaign forces imcumbent of- 
ficials and others to “put on their thinking caps” and 
come up with ideas to please the public. Some of these 
should have been thought of long ago, but weren't. 

‘An example is Secretary of State Jim Edgar’s 
proposal to reduce the number of pickup truck in- 
spections from two a year to one. 

‘Once, pickup trucks were used only to by com- 
mercial firms to haul large and heavy loads. Regular 
inspections made sense to protect hired drivers and 
others who had to share the road with these com- 
mercial vehicles. 

‘Twice a year inspections made sense then. Now, the 
pickup truck has become as common as the family car 
and is taken care of as well. as the other family 


At lleast for serious crimes, the ‘first felony free’ 
rule for youths has been shattered. We have talked to 
adults who were juvenile offenders in their younger 
days, They knew that they were likely to get probation 
for their first felony, so there was little fear of the 
juvenile courts. The first felony was free 

Probation still is possible in lesser crimes committed 
by juveniles, but they should take note. The pendulum 
has'swung, Judges do not take as kindly to probation as 
they once did. 

Parents, teachers and churchmen can talk until they 
are blue in the face. If juveniles see their friends go 
free after committing a serious crime, the juvenile 
courts have little deterrent effect. If young 
troublemakers start seeing their friends “serving hard 
time,” maybe they will stop and think before com- 
mitting a crime. 

The best thing would be for parents to go back to 
building woodsheds to take their offspring behind. 
Short of that, the only way to stem juvenile crime is to 
get tough, which the courts now are doing.

Ikins served students, public 


One of the saddest duties of a newspaper is to report 
deaths, That of George T. Wilkins Sr. of Granite City at 
the age of 77 on September 16, 1982, leaves an 
especially sharp impact due to his wide involvement in 
education and in business and civic life 

‘Once the Madison School District superintendent and 
then elected as the Madison County superintendent of 
schools in 1947, 1951 and 1955, he advanced to the 
statewide elective office of Minois superintendent of 
‘public instruction:in 1959-63. The office is now known as 
superintendent of education. 

“So eloquent were his verbal reports to the Hlinois 
General Assembly early in his state term that many 
urged him to consider running for the Democratic 
nomination for governor. But his devotion to the 
welfare of the schools and to the needs of students 
aused him to continue to concentrate on the field of 
education. 

A professor and then professor emeritus at Southern 
Wlinois University at Edwardsville in recent years, Mr. 


Wilkins remained active in numerous interests 
throughout his long and productive life. 

‘At. various times he was a professor and ad- 
ministrator at McKendree, Shurtleff and Monticello 
colleges and for more than 15 years he served on the 
Illingis School Problems Commission. 


Mr, Wilkins made a lasting impact on his native 
State, and one of his chief accomplishments was to 
spearhead the consolidation of school districts. Chiefly 
due to his reorganization leadership, thousands of 
small systems—some dating back to the previous cen- 
tury—were combined to make the operation of elemen- 


tary and secondary schools more efficient and more ef- 
fective. 


Millions of Illinoisans received sound educations 
thanks in part to the foresight and skills of George T. 
Wilkins. All who knew him were enriched by their con- 
tact with a man who so well exemplified the highest 
ideals of public service

Short-time compensation 
is yielding good results in 
California, Japan, and ine 
wester European nations, 
including West Germany. 
Arizona, Oregon, and 
Canada are beginning short- 
time compensation 
programs. 

Right now, unemployment 
compensation laws 
discourage worksharing. As 
a rule, state laws provide 
partial compensation only if 
earned income falls short of 
full jobless benefits. 

AS a practical matter, that 
means that partial benefits 
can be drawn only in rare 
instances. The result is that 
employees, labor 
organizations and com- 
panies are discouraged from 
experimenting with 
worksharing. 

Under our bill, the states 


would be encouraged to try 
short-time compensation’ 
programs over a three-year 
period, 

The U.S. Department. of 
Labor would draft model 
state laws, provide technical 
assistance to states, and 
monitor the results. 

The bill preserves the 
established federal-state 
division of responsibility for 
unemployment _ insurance, 
which relies on broad state 
authority to fashion 
unemployment compens- 
ation programs that fit local 
conditions. 

There are many potential 
advantages of worksharing. 
First, it preserves jobs. For 
women and minority em- 
ployees, so often the last 
hired and first fired, staying 
on the job through a 
recessional cycle could be

The Mlinois Education 
Association is backing Gov. 
James R, Thompson (R) for 
a third term Nov. 7, and the 
rival Illinois Federation of 
Teachers is outraged abbut 
it. The IFT is backing Adlai 
Stevenson (D) for governor. 

The IEA executive board 
endorsed Thompson on 
Saturday, praising him for 
making education a high 
priority of his  ad- 
ministration. 

“He has a record of nearly 
six years of. support and 
impressive legislative ac- 
tion,‘ IEA Pres. Reg 
Weaver said. ‘His personal 
intervention settled crisis 
situations in our schools.’’ 

IFT Pres. Robert M. 
Healey said the endorsement 
was astonishing and called 
Thompson ‘‘the most anti- 
education governor in recent 
history. Their endorsement 
will be ignored by the vast 
majority of their members. 

“Since he has _ been 
governor, Illinois’ share of 
educational funding has 
dropped from 48 to 40 per- 
cent, disregarding the state 
constitution which requires 
the state to provide the 
major share of educational 
funding. 

“Thompson has shorted 
the teacher pension fund two 
years in a row, jeopardizing 
every teacher’s retirement. 
Last year, he cut pension 
funding by 40 percent; this 
year, he cut it 37 percent 
even though he promised not 
to. 


“For the first time in 
history, the state has ac- 
tually provided fewer 
education dollars than it did 
in the preceding year. 
Instead of trying to offset the 
severe loss of federal funds 
for the schools, he has

Every town has one or more men and 
women who have contributed to the 
advancement to its quality of life. It's 
often a toss-up between those giving 
money and those giving of their time. 

In the question of Granite City's 
Wilson Park and its impact on this 
community, there are literally hun- 
dreds of men and women who have 
made outstanding contributions, but 
two men’s names standout: Milton 
Worthen and Ernst Sieveking. 

I didn’t know Mr. Sieveking, whose 
love and untiring work on the floral 
arrangements at Wilson Park made it a 
national attraction, but- Milt Worthen, 
who will be 90 years old, come January 
1st, 1983, was still active when I brought 
my wife (Joyce) and five children to 
live here in June of 1954. 

As I researched for an article on 
Wilson Park, the old sandy bottom 
swimming pool ... now a sunken garden 
... kept coming up with old photographs 
and references to it cropping up, too. 

So, I decided to combine the two: 
Wilson Park and the sandy bottom 
swimming pool. 

Where to start looking up the 
beginning of the Park? First, of course, 
was Milt Worthen and, second, any 
surviving relatives of Mr. Sieveking. I 
found Mr. Worthen in his room at the 
Colonnades and Mr. Sieveking’s 
daughter, Mrs. Ted (Lane) Auf- 
derheide, at their home on Cleveland. 

I talked to both Lane and Ted and to 
Milt at some length, Here’s briefly what 
T found out. 

First, the park was named after 
President Wilson. After a $150,000 bond 
issue was passed, the land was bought 
in 1921. On the first board of com- 
missioners were: 

Milton Worthen, Marton Stanek, John 
Kelahan, John Costley, and William 
Schooley. The first purchase of land 
was 72 acres and was bought from the 
Niedringhaus, Voirwald and Morriss 
interests. A Mr. Jay Duncan was paid a 
$600 fee for designing and laying out the 
park in March, 1922. The original plans 
called for a sand bottom swimming pool 
and bath house, baseball fields, tennis 
courts and playgrounds. And, included, 
too, were demands for shrubbery and 
flower gardens and ‘‘bluegrass lawns.”’ 

‘The bond issue was passed early in 
1921 and the park and swimming pool 
was formally dedicated June 11, 1923: 

To show how big the Granite City 
Park District program has grown, a 
glance at the yearly budget now gives 
dramatic proof. The first year’s budget 
was $25,000.and had a staff of two 
people: Mr. Sieveking and Miss 
Margaret Mulberry. Now, according to

long-time secretary Frank Rea, the 
yearly budget is approximately $1- 
million. And a staff, including regular 
and part-time employees, of 250. 

The first lifeguard at sand bottomed 
pool was O. R: (Hip) Odum. Odum is 
the deceased father of Mrs, Van (Marg) 
Watkins of Granite City. 

In mid-1939, the Illinois State 
Department of Health notified the park 
commissioners that the sand bottom 
swimming pool was no longer Jegal. By 
the following summer the new pool was 
ready for public use, following the 
passage of a $55,000 issue in December 
of 1939. Part of that bond issue was used 
to complete the paving and im- 
provement of 24th street over which a 
train had previously run. However, the 
first purchase by the original board of 
commissioners was the little parcel of 
land opposite St. Elizabeth Hospital, In 
very short order, Mr. Sieveking worked 
his magic then with flowers. 

Now, 61 years later, the Granite City 
Park District has truly grown and 
serves a large area: its assessed 
valuation is a whopping $130,205,766; 
acres now owned 161; buildings owned, 
eight and park sites, 10. 

The ten park sites are: Wilson Park, 
Worthen Park, West Granite Park, 
Memorial Park, Civic Park, Triangle 
Park, Rode Park, Stearns Park, Tri- 
City Park and 24th Street Boulevard. 

Park District facilities: one outdoor 
swimming pool; seven outdoor tennis 
courts; a covered outdoor ice rink and 
recreation center; three outdoor 
baseball courts (one lighted); four 
horseshoe pits;: three recreation cen- 


ters; Lincoln Place Community Center 
and ice rink. (NOTE: It shouldbe 
pointed out that the Park District has 
worked out a very strong working 
relationship with the Granite City 
School District in using their facilities 
and, of course, vice-versa); seven 
baseball diamonds, one flower garden 
area, three lighted softball diamonds, 
three soccer fields, five concession 
Stands, six playground areas and eight 
overed picnic shelters. 

In addition, the Park District carries 
out a year-long recreation program 
which is considered to be one of the best 
in the nation, > 

As I talked at great length to Milt 
Worthen, it occurred to me that I and 
most citizens of Granite City owed him 
and his fellow commissioners down 
through the years, a multitude of 
thanks for their unselfish work in ow 
behalf. > 


As I got up to leave him, I, at long 
last, finally told him ‘‘thanks.”” 

And, I’m sure it wasn’t enough when I 
think of the many hours I've spent 
playing tennis at Wilson Park, and the 
beautiful ice-skating there, of .my 
granddaughter, Leah Barnes, the 
soccer playing of Leah and her, cousin, 
Anne Lenora Early, the championships 
won by my son, Mike, in tennis, and, of 
course, his and my father-son tennis 
trophy several years back, the home 
runs blasted by Mike's son, Rickey, ‘fall 
without the benefit of errors, you 
know,"’ and you get some idea of how 
much the park has meant to me and my 
family. Thanks, Mr. Worthen,

It was the same Cardinal defense that 
held the New Orleans Saints to a single 
touchdown only a week ago. Only this 
time, Dallas had succeeded in finding 
the weakness in the Cardinal defense 
that New Orleans hadn’t. And, the end 
result — the Cardinals fell suspect to 
Dallas 

Through the first half, however, 
before Dallas found St, Louis’ Achille’s 
heel, it was an evencontest. Both teams 
retired to the locker rooms at a 7-7 tie. 

Dallas was the first to score, only 6:59 
into the second quarter, White passed to 
tight énd Doug Cosbie in the end zone to 
break what had been until] then a 
scoreless tie. 

St. Louis evened up the score in the 
final minute of the half as Lomax hit 
wide receiver Pat Tilley. 

Cardinal fans. had only one op- 
portunity to celebrate a touchdown 
Sunday: Tilley’s reception in the end 
zone was the first and last time the 
“Cardinal offense penetrated the Dallas 
defense for a score. 

Dallas, however, made hay with St. 
Louis’s secondary in the second half as 
White connected for two touchdowns, 
one in each remaining quarter. On each 
of Dallas’ scoring plays, left cor- 
nerback, Jeff Griffin was the Cardinal 
defender. 

“(J don't think we can blame Jeff for 
those touchdowns,” Jim Hanifan, 
Cardinal head coach, said, ‘‘Both of 


those (Cowboy passes) were ex- 
ceptional,/they were right on the 
numbers." 

Not all of the blame for Sunday’s loss 
can be attributed to the defense — the 
offense was equally as lean in 
productivity. 

In the first half, the Cardinal offense 
rushed for a total of 33 yards. The 
Cowboys had a similarly difficult time 
the first half, rushing for only 45 yards 
Most of Dallas’ yards (34) were 
generated by Tony Dorsett 

The difference, however, was Dallas 
recovered in the second half, St. Louis 
didn’t. 

Dallas’ final rushing figures were 133 
yards on 33 carries. St. Louis managed 
62 yards on 23 carries. 

St. Louis completed 11 first downs in 
the first half to Dallas’ nine, but fell 
short of the Cowboys’ total offensive 
output. The Cowboys managed 193 
yards on offense the first half to St. 
Louis’ 150. Still, it was a good first half 
for the Cardinals, despite the statistics. 

St. Louis quarterback, Neil Lomax, 
seemed like himself again— 
scrambling, evading would-be. 
tacklers—as he led the Cardinals in 
rushing the first half with three runs 
totalling 18 yards. 

St. Louis’ hopes of going ahead fell to 
the turf with an incomplete pass to Ottis 
Anderson during the Cardinals second 
possession of the third quarter. On third 
and three on St. Louis’ 23 yard line, 
Lomax’s pass to Anderson went off 
Anderson's fingertips.

A resolution for the 
demolition or repair of a 
building located at 1234 
Grand Ave. was approved by 
the Madison City Council 
last week and ordinances 
were passed by the aldermen 
to prepare for the second 
phase of widening a section 
of Illinois Route 203, 
beginning at McCambridge 
Avenue and Sixth Street to, 

extend to Rhodes Street. 
Responding to a recom- 
mendation from John Dutko, 
building inspector for the 
city, that property owned by 
Anthony and Lucille Podner, 
1234 Grand Ave. be con- 
demmed, the aldermen 


passed a resolution to notifiy 
the owners by written notice 
to demolish or repair the 
house within 15 days of the 
notice or legal steps will be 
taken to raze the ‘‘dangerous 
and unsafe building.” 

Immediate concern of the 
council is the health and fire 
hazard of the real estate, 
which has been empty for 25 
years and has deteriorated 
so badly that the cost of 
restoring it would be more 
than the estimated value of 
the house. 

“The house is separated 
from the neighbors by three 
feet on the north side and 
four feet on the south side 
and, in its present condition, 
presents @ constant fire 


hazard to either house," 
Dutko said in his letter to the 
council. 

The resolution states, ‘‘the 
building inspector is 
authorized and directed to 
demolish said building” 

The initial road im- 
provement project, ap- 
proved in June, was for the 
intersection of McCam- 
bridge Avenue and 
Edwardsville Road. Work on 
this section was to improve 
the intersection by widening 
and resurfacing the existing 
pavement to provide four 
through traffic lanes of 12 
feet minimum width from 
Rhodes Street on McCam- 
bridge Avenue north and 
east throught the  in- 


tersection to McNair Avenue 
on Edwardsville Road, a 
distance of 815 feet. 

This second phase, under 
the direction of the Illinois 
Department of Tran- 
sportation, is to improve the 
intersection of Illinois Route 
203 (McCambridge Avenue, 
Nameoki Road District) with 
Sixth Street by widening the 
roadbed on the westerly side, 
from its present typical 
width of 40 feet to a width of 
57 feet, face to face of curbs, 
providing for four 11-foot 
traffic lanes and one 11-foot 
left turn lane, starting 650 
feet south of the centerline of 
the intersection and ex- 
tending north of the in- 
tersection 720 feet to Rhodes 
Street. 

The project consists of 
replacing the existing curbs 
and gutters, reconstructing 
intersections and entrances, 


replacing disturbed | | 


sidewalks, modifying the 
traffic signals, resurfacing 
McCambridge Avenue the 
length of the project, placing 
pavement markings for lane 
designations and 
crosswalks, and all other 
work necessary to complete 
the improvement. 
According 
agreement, the state will 
prepare plans and 
Specifications, receive bids, 


to the 


award the contract, furnish 
engineering inspection 
during construction and pay 
all costs, subject to partial 
remimbursement by the 
city 

Estimated cost of the 
entire improvement, in- 
cluding traffic signals is 
$312,600 for construction 
costs and $46,890 for 
engineering, a total of 
$359,490,

Early detection vital 
in scoliosis treatment

conducted here. 

“The school district and 
the school nurses are 
doing a great job and 
have contributed im- 
mensely to the early 
detection and, therefore, 
the early treatment of 
scoliosis,” Dr. Strotheide 
said. 

“Scoliosis, if advanced, 
can pose. several ex- 
tremely serious 
problems, the first being 
an actual pressure upon 
the heart and lungs. 
Severe scoliosis distorts 
the rib cage, thereby 
reducing the space these 
organs require. 

“Secondly, severe 
scoliosis can cause actual 
disfigurement. As the 
spine rotates, the rib cage 
can be drawn back on one 
side, resulting in ‘rib 
hump,’ a condition that is 
seen in advanced cases. 

“Thirdly, there is the 
psychological effect, 
especially in young girls 
who lose confidence in 
themselves, thinking that 
everyone notices their 
deformities. Although 
many cases aren't readily 
noticed by the untrained 
eye.” he added. 

Dr. Strotheide main- 
tains, however, that even 
the “untrained eye” of a 
parent can catch many 
developing conditions of 
scoliosis and suggests the 
following ‘‘at home” 
observations which may 
be made in order to detect 
the ailment. 

“Have the child stand 
straight in a relaxed 
fashion, facing. away 
from you, with his arms 
at his side, Check the 
level of the shoulders 
which should be sloping at 
the same angle, Should 
one shoulder be lower 
than the other, there 
could be a problem. 

“Check the level of the 
hips. They also should be 
level, not one higher than 
the other. Look at the 
relaxed arms and notice 
if the fingers on one hand 
are even with the fingers 
on the other hand. 

‘Turn the child around 
and repeat a check of the 
same items from the front 
position. 

“Look at the child from 
the side view. Does one 
shoulder blade project 
farther back than the 


other? .The shoulder 
blades should be equal. 

“Does the child have a 
pronounced swayback or 
forward curve of the 
lower back, or does the 
abdomen protrude ex- 
cessively (not due to 
excessive fat)? Does the 
child have a ‘round back’ 
with the shoulders ap- 
pearing to ‘hunch’ for- 
ward? 

Dr. Strotheide 
recommends having the 
child bend forward at the 
waist, with his arms 
hanging loosely towards 
the floor and the palms of 
the hands together. 

“Notice ‘the spine and 
ribs. Is one side of the rib 
cage higher than the 
other? Both sides of the 
rib cage should be even,” 
the doctor said. 

He pointed out that with 
these few simple at home 
tests, early detection of 
scoliosis can be made ina 
great majority of cases. 

Dr. Strotheide also 
notes there are other 
conditions that could 
cause positive findings in 
the above tests and that 
anxious parents should 
consult their family 
chiropractor or medical 
doctor to confirm or deny 
their suspicions of 
scoliosis. 

“Treatment is essential 
and the sooner the bet- 
ter," he said. ‘‘When 
scoliosis is diagnosed 
early enough, 
chiropractic manipul- 
ation combined’ with 
exercises can be of great 
help in halting further 
deterioration and wor- 
sening of the curvature. 

“Tf the condition is 
more advanced, then a 
‘Milwaukee’ brace may 
be needed, which must be 
worn approximately 22 
hours a day,’’ Dr. 
Strotheide explained. 

Such a brace fits from 
the pelvis to the patient’s 
chin and back of the head. 
In extremely severe 
cases, where com- 
pression of organs is of 
concern, the need for 
surgery may be in- 
dicated, he said. 

“Early detection is the 
vital issue in scoliosis and 
is the cornerstone of 
successful case 
management,” the. local 
chiropractor stressed.

Amend medical 
practice report 
procedures 


Gov. James R. Thompson 
has amendatorily vetoed 
Senate Bill 1614, a measure 
that calls for the Department 
of _ Registration and 
Education to develop rules 
governing standards for 
rehabilitation, immoral 
conduct and _ unethical 
conduct under the 
disciplinary section of the 
Medical Practice Act. 

The bill, which adds two 
public representatives to the 
current seven-member 
Medical Disciplinary Board, 
requires the board to form 
procedures to follow prov- 
sions of the legislation, 

It establishes mandatory 
reporting of alleged 
physician malpractice by 
hospitals, nursing homes, 
clinics, and other health care 
institutes. 

“The workload anticipated 
for implementation of these 
new provisions cannot ba 
assumed within the existing 
resources available to the 
board,” wrote Thompson: ‘I 
will work with the General 
Assembly to determine an 
appropriate level of funding 
for initial start-up of the 
program this fiscal year.” 

Changes the governor 
made in the bill included: 

—Making terms for the 
two new public members two 
years for one appointment 
and three years for the other. 
The public members will not 
be considered in deter- 
mination of a quorum when 
the board meets. 

—Adding language to the 
portion of the bill that 
requires health care in- 
stitutions to report un- 
professional conduct in the 
care of patients. The added 
wording asks for a_ final 
report from the institution on 
the incident before con- 
sidering a possible violation 
of the Medical Practice Act. 

—Expanding _confident- 
iality components of the bill 
to extend to the staff of the 
board. 

—Requiring the board to 
issue reports every other 
month rather than every 
month, as the bill required, 

The changes must be 
considered by the General 
Assembly in its November 
veto session before 
becoming law. The effective 
date is Jan. 1, 1983.

Miss Judy Reidelberger, a 
member of the Venice Public 
Library Board, welcomed 
the group to the library 
auditorium and introduced 
the staff. 

Miss Svezia was in- 
troduced by Milton Morris 
who, along with Mrs. Morris, 
served as the hosts for the 
evening and provided the 
refreshments at the close of 
the meeting. 

Elaine Svezia, born and 
reared in Venice, has been a 
Site Interpretative Specialist 
with the Mourids project for 
three years. She has a BA 
degree from Southern 
llinois University-Edwa- 
rdsville with a major in 
general anthropology and a 
MS degree in Education 
from Southern 
University-Carbondale. She 
is in charge of all the 
educational programs at the 
project and also serves as 
the Volunteer Coordinator. 
In her “spare” time, she 
teaches sociology and an- 
thropology at Belleville Area 
College. 

All three site interpreters, 
according to Miss Svezia, 
work for the Illinois 
Department of Conservation 
and each has special duties. 
Since hers are educational, 
another, skilled in 
photography techniques, 
prepares the exhibits, and 
the third is in charge of the 
field school. Cahokia Mounds 
is the largest prehistoric 
Indian village in the U.S. Its 
importance is registered in 
the fact that textbooks are 
now including material on 
the site and the staff receives 
many page proofs to be 
reviewed for accuracy, 

According to Miss Svezia 
there were four cultures of 
Indians before there was any 
written record. These were 
the Paleo, the Archaic, the 
Woodland, and the 
Mississippian. The first, the 
Paleo, is assumed to have 
come from Asia across the 
bridge of land that originally 
connected that continent 
with our present State of 
Alaska. This was many 
thousands of years ago. 

During the time period of 
the last culture, the 
Mississippian, Cahokia 
Mounds was established. 
This was still hundreds of 
years ago and this group, as 
well as the others, depended 
on their legs or canoes for 
travel. Horses were not on 
this continent until brought 
in by the Spaniards in the 
1500's. 

Cahokia Mounds has been 
reduced in size and 
destroyed drastically by the 
development of highways 
and cities in the area. 
Originally the'site contained 
six square mils and 100 
mounds, while today it is 
only 1300 acres containing 45 
mounds. 

Just as we, have cities 
surrounded by suburbs, so 
did the Indian settlements. 
There are, or have been, 26 
Indian mounds in St. Louis 
called satellite 
munities; 
is named Mound City. 

‘The mounds were made by 
the Indians and in the 
process of creating them, a 
bucketful of dirt at a time, 
“borrow pits” were created. 
These are simply the areas 
where the dirt was obtained 
for the mounds which in turn 
created the pits or lakes. 
Many of these have almot 
disappeared through the silt 
accumulation. 

The group was told that 
there were several types of 
mounds. The most common 
type is the platform or flat 
top type. Another type is a 
conical type and is known to 
be a burial mound. A third 
type is a ridgetop or marker 
mound. 

Monk’s Mound is the 
largest one and is 14 acres 
around the base and 100 feet 
tall. It is a platform type, 
consists of four terrace 
levels, and was built over a 
period of 300 years. It was 
built in 14 different stages 
before it reached its peak 
height and size. 

To be buried in a mound, 
‘one had to be an important 
person. As the specialists 
determined the plan of 
Cahokia Mounds, and it is a 
well-planned community, 
one conical mound played an 
important role in their 
measurements and plotting. 
This was named ‘Mound 72” 
and was excavated. This 
revealed a man lying on a 
blanket of shells, surrounded

; one of these areas 


by a number of servants. 
Also in this mound were 
buried 53 women between 
the ages of 15-25. There were 
750 arrowheads. Many of the 
other objects buried -here 
indicated widespread 
trading took place because 
the various materials found 
there were foreign to this 
area. 

Miss Svezia said other 
excavations have revealed 
the use of 48 wooden posts to 
form a calendar. These have 
been nicknamed 
“‘Woodhenge”’ since the idea 
is the same as that at 
Stonehenge in England. 

During the 14 different 
stages of building Monk’s 
Mound, it is estimated it took 
from 15 to 20,000 logs to 
rebuild the wall each time. 
The destruction of all these 
trees probably created quite 
a cultural change in their 
daily food provisions, ‘The 
wall also divided the elite 
class from the poorer class 
with one staying inide the 
wall and being protected 
while the other fought its 
own battles outside the wall. 

After seeing the slides 
showing the method: of 
preparing the grids for 
identifying areas in the 
diggings, many persons said 
they must go see that area 
right in their own backyard. 
A couple of final statements 
made by Miss Svezia jolted 
the audience. She said that 
past cultures are deciphered 
though material they have 
left behind and ours will be 
also. Also the excavated 
areas are filled back in to 
preserve them and to 
remove the danger of per- 
sons getting hurt. 

Miss Svezia invited the 
audience to join the Museum 
Society, to visit the area, and 
to participate in some of the 
special events that are of- 
fered at different times. 

Artifacts and a few 
facimilies were described 
and passed around for in- 
spection. In response to a 
question, Miss Svezia said 
that the artifacts discovered 


at Cahokia Mounds are on 
loan to museums throughout 
the country. Eventually, 
when Cahokia gets its own 
museum, they will be 
recalled to this area. 
Every state, except North 
Dakota, has been 
represented by visitors to. the 
area and many foreign 
countries as well. The fact 
that the Mounds has been 
nominated for the Wofld 
Register List this year: is 
attracting many visitors. 
This list recognizes 
significant sites throughout 
the world, There are only 
nine U.S. si on the list,at 
present. ‘

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Council hears police plea to 
reduce off-duty security fees

Two police officers told a 
Granite City aldermanic 
committee its rate hike 
imposed on companies using 
private off-hour policemen 
will actually cost the city 
more when comparing the 
difference between 
preventing a crime and 
responding after the fact. 

Detective Craig Nonn said 
three of seven companies 
which had subscribed to city- 
police service, cancelled 
after the Sept. 1 increase 
went into effect. The hike 
averaged about $2.30 an 
hour. 

The loss of off-duty 
policemen on the streets will 
cut into the reponse time and 
effectiveness of the regular 
on-duty patrolmen, ac- 
cording to Nonn, Both he and 
Sergeant Roy Koberna tried 
Tuesday to convince the 
city’s finance committee to 
roll back the rates. 

Last month, the committee 
approved higher time-and-a- 
half charges for officers’ 
services, ranging from $22.50 
per hour for the lieutenant 
colonal to $17 per hour for a 
probationary patrolman 
The increases are intended 
to cover insurance 
premiums and other direct 
costs that were being ab- 
sorbed entirely by the city. 

Nonn warned that two of 
the companies cancelling 
services, Jack-in-the-Box on 
Nameoki Road and Pan- 
tera’s Pizza on Johnson 
Road, are located in a prime 
area for troublemakers. He 
distributed copies of the 
police log book for last 
weekend showing several 
calls to drive-in restaurants 
and youth-oriented business 
locations in the area. 

“This is where the trouble 
will be,” said Nonn, citing, in 
particular, The Kroger Co. 
food store parking lot, a 
once-popular after store 
hours gathering point. A 
young woman was stabbed 
at that site recently. 

After one weekend with no 
off-duty officers in the area, 
the detective noticed the 
difference in the police 
reports. ‘They know we're

not out there...(some) kids 
carry a scan (police radio).”” 

The extra show of off-duty 
police officers had curtailed 
problems associated with 
rowdy Friday and Saturday 
night youth groups, the of- 
ficers contended. Those 
disturbances included public 
urinating, drug dealing and 
reckless driving, according 
to Nonn. He said four felony 
arrests have been made 
through the direct assistance 
of officers stationed at the 
Jack-in-the-Box restaurant. 

An immediate arrest, due 
to the close proximity of a 
working off-duty officer, was 
made after a customer was 
shot in the head at a nearby 
lounge, Nonn said, adding, 
“We can’t stop it if we’re not 
there.”” 

Seventh Ward Alderman 
Walter Milton, finance 
committee chairman, said 
he understands the position 
expressed by the officers, 
but does not think the rate 
increases are too high for 
businesses to absorb. 


Although Milton requested 
the two police represen- 
tatives to come back after 
asking union members to 
provide an alternate 
financing suggestion to 
balance costs of the off-duty 
program to the city, such a 
suggestion is not likely to be 
forthcoming, according to 
Koberna. 

The police sergeant said 
union members met Monday 
to discuss the loss of the part- 
time jobs, which provided 
extra income to officers. 
Members decided not to 
offer any compromises in a 
year the city is not offering 
pay raises, he said 

The city and police have 
not reached a_ contract 
agreement, despite months 
of negotiations. Their con- 
tract expired in May, but is 
being honored during 
bargining talks. 

“We think aldermen are 
eventually going to get 
calls,” said Nonn, about the 
cut-off of off-duty policemen 
to the Nameoki area, ‘‘You 


have a right to go out: there- 
without getting 
propositioned,”’ . 
Detective Sergeant Donald: 
Knight also spoke ‘out 
against the higher charge at 
the Sept. 7 council meeting 
Neither the finance 
committee nor the fulk 
council discussed the

Legislation requiring local 
property tax assessment 
officials to receive additional 
training has been acted on by 
Gov. James R. Thompson, 

In addition, Thompson 
made changes in the bill that 
would have given township 
assessors in certain counties 
more time to return 
assessment books to the 
county supervisor of 
assessments, a delay the 
governor said would 
unreasonably extend the 
assessment process. 

“I do not believe an ex- 
tension of the time for 
assessors to finally return 
assessment books to the 
supervisor of assessments is 
necessary,” he said in his 
mandatory veto message of 
Senate Bill 1532 

“Town assessors now have 
adequate time to complete 
their work, It is 
unreasonable to extend 
assessment cycles any 
farther, especially given the 
current delays in tax 
billings.”” 

The measure would have. 
required township assessors 
in counties of more than one 
million people to return the 
books to the supervisor of 
assessments in 90 days or by 
April 15, whichever came 
first 

By doing that, assessors 
would have had more time to 
file the assessment books on 
local property. The change 
the governor made keeps the 
April 15 deadline for 
returning the information. 

The legislation also calls 
for Hlinois assessment of- 
ficers to receive 48 hours of 
extra training every three 
years to qualify for pay 
hikes. Under current law, 
the state pays $500 to 
assessment officers who 
have received certification 
from the Illinois Property 
Assessment Institute. 

The bill also makes 
several other changes in 
property tax assessment 
law: 

—The Boards of Review 
will meet the first Monday in 
June rather than the third 
Monday. 

—The date to file for 
reassessment of newly 
improved: property that has.

days to 90 days. 

—Modifications in the

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Community seminar Thursday 
on the treatment of glaucoma

‘The thought of going blind 
is frightening. No one wants 
fo dwell on the prospect of 
spending the rest of his lives 
in darkness. But if an eye 
disease like cataracts or 
glaucoma is developed, the 
awtul possibility of blindness 
¢an. become a reality. 

Fortunately, the ad- 
vancements in diagnosis and 
tratment of those eye 
diseases have made it 
Possible for many people to 
save their sight. The real key 
is early detection. The 
eatlier the disease can be 
treated, the better the 
ehance that vision can be 
saved, paricularly with 
glaucoma. 

‘According to D. Michael 
Rumelt, ophthalmologist on 
staff at St. Elizabeth Medical 
Center, Barnes Hospital, and 
Clinical instructor in 
ophthalmology at 
Washington University, 
glaucoma is a disease that 
creates a blockage in the 
¢irculation of eye fluid, 
causing the fluid to build up 
in the eye. This build-up 
increases the pressure inside 
he eye, damaging the optic 
nerve and causing blindness 

But if discovered early, the 
blockage can be surgically 
removed, restoring proper 
¢irculation and relieving the 

ressure on the optic nerve. 
De. Rumelt says that with 


the development of laser 
surgery, patients can have 
glaucoma surgery and go 
home the same day. He says 
the laser techniques are 
safe, effective, and because 
the patient does not have to 
stay overnight in the 
hospital, less expensive. 
However, without regular 
checkups, some glaucoma 
sufferers’ might not. know 
they have the disease until 
it’s too late. “One form of 
glaucoma is called the ‘silent 
thief of vision,’ because it 
has no symptoms,’ Dr. 
Rumelt says. It can affect 
people of any age and 
tragically, without warning, 
leave its victims blind. The 
only way to diagnose this 
form of glaucoma is with a 
testing device that measures 
the pressure inside the eye. 
This simple, painless test is 
often included in health 
screenings or eye exams. 
“Tt cannot be emphasized 
enough that if you have ever 
been told that there is 
something abnormal about 
your eye pressure, you 
should check with an 
ophthalmologist or eye 
specialist. as soon as 
pssible,’”’ says Rumelt. 
Glaucoma has another 
one that has quite 
obvious symptoms. ‘‘In 
acute narrow angle 
glaucoma, the white part of 
the eye becomes red and 
inflamed and the eye is very 
painful,” he says. Dr

Rumelt warns that people 
should not try to treat these 
sympoms with over-the- 
counter preparations. 


non-prescription eye drops, 
only to have the eyes become 
worse. When the patient 
finally went to the doctor a 
few days later, it was too 
late. The patient was blind. 

To avoid risking loss of 
vision because of eye 
disease, Dr. Rumelt advises 
that persons over the age of 
35 have their eyes checked 
once a year.

Changes in 
status may 
affect SSI 


People in the Madison 
County area who receive 
supplemental security in- 
come (SSI) payments must 
be alert to the need to 
promptly report any event 
that could have an effect on 
their eligibility or the 
amount of their payment, 
Oliver Holmes, Social 
Security district manager, 
said today. 

Prompt reporting means 
that a person can avoid being 
overpaid and having to 
repay money. Additionally, 
Holmes said, failure to make 
a required report can result 
in a severe penalty. 

Events that must 
reported are: 

1. Change of address. 

2. Any change in 
household, people moving in 
or out, any change in the way 
expenses are paid or shared, 
or a third party starts paying 
the bills. 

3. A person enters or 
leaves an institution. 

4. A person plans to leave 
the United States for 30 days 
or more. 

5. Marriage or divorce, 
separation, or annulment of 
matfriage. 

6. Any change in income of 
any member of household; 
person begins working or 
wages incease or decrease. 

7. Any change in resources 
owned; opening a bank 
account in the recipient’s 
name or jointly with another 
person getting SSI 
payments. 

8. Improvement in a blind 
or disabled person’s con- 
dition. 

9. A drug addict or 
alcoholic stops treatment, 

Someone should report if a 
person cannot manage his or 
her own funds or if a person 
getting SSI payments dies, 
Holmes added.

Meet the new Felix Unger

HOLLYWOOD — While 

Miller” lives on in 
reruns, RON GLASS will 
be back this fall as Felix 
Unger in “The. New Odd 
Couple,” on ABC, and he 
vows this will be a differ- 
ent Felix than audiences 
have thrilled to on the 
stage, screen and previous- 
ly on TV. 

“He'll clean but he won't 
wear an apron or carry a 
feather duster,” Ron said 
during a lunch break from 
work on the series. 

“We're not going to 
spend time bemoaning the 
demise of his marriage. 
He’s going to devote him- 
self to establishing new 
thriving relationships. 

“We intend to show his 
vulnerability but he won’t 
be whining. He’ll be active 
as opposed to passive.” 

While other stars often 
wait a year between series 
tries, Ron decided to 
plunge into this new one 
right away, for several 
reasons. He saw it as a 
chance to be top banana, to 
take, advantage of \his..ca- 
reer, momentum, to work 


with series executive pro- 
ducer GARRY MAR- 
SHALL and to be involved 
in the behind-the-scenes 
creation of the series. 

Ron has been with the 
project since April, helping 
to choose the writing staff, 
the direction, even his co- 
star, DEMOND WILSON, 
who portrays Oscar Madi- 
son. 

Felix is still a photogra- 
pher, with the emphasis on 
fashion magazine work. 
Also, Ron would like the 
series to offer black men 
as “bright, successful, mid- 
dle-class people, not men 
who end every sentence 
with ‘man.”” 

Ten years.ago when Ron 
came to Hollywood, his 
agent told him to “stop 
speaking so well,” because 
he was black with a voice 
suitable for the cream of 
stage roles. 

“So I'd stop putting the 
‘D's’ and the ‘T’s’ at the end 
of my words for auditions,” 
he recalled. “Then when I 
got the job I'd put them 
back in.” 

Life off the set is a home 
in the. Hollywood. Hills, 
which, he'd like to enlarge 


with additional space in 
the basement. If not work- 
ing during baseball season, 
Ron can be found at the 
Dodger games when the 
team is in town. It’s likely 
he'll lose his voice more 
than once during a summer 
from cheering so loudly. 

“This series is a real 
challenge for me,” he said. 
“The involvement in creat- 
ing this character, in mold- 
ing him is very exciting. In 
a way, it makes it harder 
work than ‘Barney Miller’ 
was the last few seasons.”

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A peek at next season’s soaps

HOLLYWOOD — Hope- 
fully this won’t: kill so 
much of the suspense that 
you'll throw away your 
television sets. 

But today you are going 
to learn the futures of 
some of your favorites on 
prime-time soap operas. 

Chats with a few of the 
stars and with “Falcon 
Crest” producer Earl 
Hamner have disclosed 
that lead players in TV’s 
sin-and-sorrow sagas will 
be as sinful, as sorrowing 
and as all-round exciting 
next season as they were 
last term. 

Yet a few will escape 
sorrow and become down- 
right joyful for at least a 
second or so. 

For example, cold-heart- 
ed Angie, played by Jane 
Wyman, on “Falcon Crest” 
will become mellow, 
though not so mellow as 
her wine, when she finds 
romance with Mel Ferrer. 

Margaret Ladd, who 
plays Angie’s troubled 
daughter Emma, will dis- 
appear from the show tem- 
porarily, since, in real life, 
she’s having twins. 

Meanwhile Hamner is 
searching for twins to take 
turns playing the fictional 
baby Melissa Cumson, 
played by Ana Alicia, will 
bear on the series. He'd 
like to find newborns, but 
he won’t be able to use 
Ladd’s set, because they'll 
arrive at the wrong time. 

Over at the Ewing ranch 
on “Dallas,” folks are ea- 
gerly awaiting the reading 
of Jock Ewings’s will 
which, when read, will 
annoy J.R. 

But, then, doesn’t every- 
thing annoy J.R., just as 
J.R. annoys everybody? 

Son Gary Ewing who 
lives at “Knots Landing” 
will inherit a fortune which 
he may not use wisely or 
well, since his character 
has been deteriorating 
lately. 

Meanwhile a new char- 
acter, Timothy Murphy. 
from “The Young and the 


Restless,” will join the 
“Dallas” company. 

Whether Miss Ellie will 
find love remains doubtful. 
However, Donna, played by 
Susan Howard, will find ex- 
panded action. Susan re- 
fuses to disclose what it’s 
going to be, but she’ll prob- 
ably plunge up to the neck 
into politics. 

Suddenly rich Gary 
Ewing, played by Ted 
Shackelford, will invest 
part of his inheritance into 
promoting a singing career 
for Ginger, played by Kim 
Lankford. 

Lankford who, when 
away from “Knots Land- 
ing,” sings and is putting 
together a nightclub act, is 
pleased with this develop- 
ment and hopes an album 
can result. 

“A lot of stuff is going to 
happen on ‘Knots Landing’ 
this year,”. she promises. 
“If the show moves up into 
the ‘Dallas’ bracket, it will 
happen during the next 
season.” 

Lankford points out that 
early on Knots Landing 
Motors “was the founda- 
tion for the show, but that 
.was about as interesting as 
this table.” 

“Who. wants to watch 
tires being changed? What 
do you do after you change 
the valves? 

“So this year the show is 
going to spread out. It may 
get into the music industry 
a lot.” 

Free-handed Gary will 
also invest in a restaurant, 
so it's probably just as well 
that J.R., smarter though 
meaner than his brother, is 
going to drop in from “Da! 
las” a time or two. 

He'll appear in the sec- 
ond episode of “Knots 
Landing” next season and 
possibly in one more; while 
Valene Ewing, played by 
Joan Van Ark, will trundle 
over to the Ewing ranch on 
a visit. 

With all his spending, 
Gary won't buy Valene any 
better clothes, no matter 
how badly she needs them, 
according to Lankford. 

“Valene likes those 
clothes,” she explains. 





Straight-arrow recently 
widowed Karen Fairgate, 
played by Michele Lee, will! 
cheer up when Kevin Dob- 
son becomes a regular on 
the show. 

Playing J. Patrick Mac- 
Kenzie, an attorney, he'll 
woo and marry Karen 
while he helps her investi- 
gate the causes of her hus- 
band’s death. 

While all this activity is 
in progress on prime time, 
an actor on a daytime 
drama, “Capitol,” is won- 
dering whether he’s. not in 
more genuine jeopardy 
than characters on these 
various shows. Because the 
writers of his series have 
almost written themselves 
into a corner, he’s also 
trapped. 

Nicholas Walker, enact- 
ing nasty Congressman 
Trey Clegg on the daylight 
soaper, points out that ac- 
cording to current plotting 
he’s about to commit trea- 
son. 

“Now they are trying to 
figure how to get around 

“Capitol,” like all televi- 
sion dramas, borrows from 
reality for plot ideas, but it 
tries to avoid too much au- 
thenticity. 

So, while he thinks a con- 
gressional page or congres- 
sional cocaine scandal 
might show up in the 
scripts, the story line won't 
follow recent history too 
closely, since the show isn’t 
a documentary. 


He’s heard a rumor that 
Tip O’Neill would be will- 
ing to do a walk-on in the 
series, but,/again, “he’s not 
betting tliat this will come 
to pass, because the ap- 
pearances of the speaker of 
the House might. make 
viewers forget they are 
watching fiction. 

“I don’t think ‘Capitol’ is 
exaggerated,” says Walker, 
adding that he bases the 
character he plays “some- 
what on the Kennedys.” 

“I went to school with 
Bobby Kennedy Jr. The 
Kennedys know how ‘to 
charm, how to articulate, 
but they want to win!”
